A few days ago Ben L. Jones con- 


certed the old fort built in 1S06 at Fort 
Hawkins into a barn. Although the old 
log structure has stood the storm of 
shot and shell and has been exposed to 
all the varying changes of weather 
since that early period, not an unsound 
timber is to 'be seen in it to-day. The 
logs of which it was constructed are as 
solid and sound as -they were at first. 
The fort was made of Georgia heart 
pine, and to-day it would bum like 
rosin if a match were stuck to a. ragged 
end.The structure was built as a govern- 
ment trading post or factory, where 
deer skins were purchased from the In- 
dians. 
During the Creek war, from 


1&12 to 1814, it was a rendezvous and 
distributing point for the United States 
soldiers, and Maj. Phil Cook wail in 
command. Anticipating the dangers 
from the torch of the treacherous red 
man the whites built the fort on a 
high' stone foundation, the floor of the 
wooden structure extending beyond the 
rock walls."" Portholes, weremadein We 
extended floor so as to shoot Indians 
who might try to scale the walls to set 
fire to the woodwork. 
_ 


During the famous Creek war inci- 


dent by Tecumseh and his brother, who 
was known as the prophet, this build- 
inn- was in the center of the territory 
attacked. 
Tecumseh was one of the 


most eloquent of Indians, and when the 
war was begun between Great Britain 
and the United States he communicated 
Tvith the tribes from Florida to Can- 
ada, advising them that then was the 
time for the Indians to reclaim their 
lands from the whites. He read, in an 
eastern paper that a comet would ap- 
pear in the sky at a given time. So he 
notified the Indians that when his ar- 
row appeared in the heavens it would 
be a. sign for them to attack the whites. 
Old Fort Hawkins perhaps was more 
vigorously attacked in pursuance of 
this order than was any other in the 
country. 
The fort received its name from Hon. 


Benjamin Hawkins, a senator from 
North Carolina, who had been appoint- 
ed a commissioner to Georgia to draw 
up a treaty with the Creek Indians. 


The building which Mr. Jones has 


converted into a barn is a historical cu- 
riosity, and interesting" volumes might 
be written about the scenes anfl trag- 
edies that have taken place aroundit — 
Macon (Ga.) Telegraph.

France that the birth rate is less thar 
tl-e death rate, but the state of affairs 
ii, !,ome portions of the United States is 
even more serious. While in France the 
birth rate is 22 per 1,000, in Nebraska it 
is but 10.30 per 1,000; in Maine 17.99pei 
1.000: New Hampshire. 13.4 per 1,000; 
Vermont, 13.5; California, 19.4; Con- 
iiectieut 21.3; Massachusetts, 
31.5; 


Khode Island has 22.5 yer 1,000, a little 
more »han France; Wyoming has 21.8 
per 1,000, and Oregon 22.5. If it werenot 
cfor immigration the population would 
be gradually falling off, and according 
to statistics the inhabitants of New 
England and the Pacific coast will be 
replaced by another race within a 
period varying from 16 to 200 years. 


Wounded Plants Huve Fever. 
' H. M. Richards, in England, has dis- 
covered in wounded plants a phenom- 
enon corresponding to fever in ani- 
mals.

When n monarch was making the tout 
of his dominions, or a nobleman or pub- 
lic character visited a city, it was cus- 
tomary to present him with the key of 
the citadel, and an address which sig- 
nified, in one case, the submission and 
loyalty of the population, and in the 
other the desire of the people to honoi 
the visitor. Kow the freedom of the 
city of London or Paris is tendered to 
guests of the nation, or no-table public 
characters, whom it is for any cause de- 
sirable to honor. The ceremony now 
consists in 
a formal presentation, 


sometimes of a large key, which is made 
for the purpose, and always of an ad- 
dress written on parchment and gener- 
ally contained in an ornamental box 
The freedom of the city of London was 
thus tendered to Gen. Grant during his 
tour round the world. As jpracticed in 
the United States the freedom of the 
city is ,a humorous ceremony, gener- 
ally caricaturing the solemn perform- 
ances of European capitals.—Chicago 
Inter Ocean.

FEMALE CONVENT PRISONS. 


ImBtittition In Successful Working 


Order in Europe. 


Convent prisons for criminal females 


are in successful working order in Eu- 
ropean countries, and the word "con- 
vent" by no means implies any espe- 
cial sectarian influence to be brought 
to bear upon the prisoners. Mrs. Henry 
Syooucr, who is earnest in advocacy 
of the sentencing of certain women 
prisoners to houses of refuge, reiter- 
ated in a recent interview statements 
raadc before the Massachusetts Prison 
Reform league concerning the benefi- 
cence of this system of '•eformatory 
management. 
We are told, she says, 


that convicts passed upon as ii reclaim- 
able finish their career as good mem- 
bers of society after being in these ref- 


ges. 
Take the large convent refuge 


t Golden Bridge, Dublin, and the other, 


Protestant refuge, established 
by 


cnevolcnt ladies. I! required not only 
loral courage but strong faith and de- 
oted love in these ladies, unaided by 
leans of punishment, to undertake this 
.•ork. 
And yet this was the report 


rom Kngland as far back as 18G1 from 
he Social Science association. It stated 
hat all were struck with the changed 
ooks and manners of the women from 
\hat had been noticed in the earlier 
tages. 
There was nothing to remind 


.hem that the women had ever seen 
i prison. The Sisters of Mercy who 
lad charge of the convent refuge had 
)i-en women of high social.position. 
while the Proestant refuge was in 
charge of a matron, superintendent and 
a committee of lady visitors. There was 
10 difficulty in finding homes for the 
ivomen after their discharge. 


The result of the work shows that an 


nfluence yet unknown on this side ol 
the water has been felt on the other 
side, under the refuge system of Sir 
Walter Crofton. 
The female 
officers 


were of diilerent denominations, all 
working harmoniously together—Cath- 
olic. Church of England, Methodist, etc. 
Ladies visited the refuges without in- 
terference. 
Each 
prisoner, 
on en- 


trance, stated her i-eligious preference, 
Protestant or Catholic, and was al- 
lowed to keep it. The ladier, of differ- 
ent denominations visited only those, 
of the same religion. A good influence 
was exercised, with no proselyting. The 
ladies were there only to fulfill Chris- 
tian duties, and the wretched women, 
cut off from society- through their own 
crimes, felt there were 
those who 


cared for their souls. 


Though- the faces of the -women, on 


entering, were bad, soon a softened ex- 
pression replaced the sullen, dogged, 
rebellious look, thus indicating that 
the governed and governing 
power 


were in harmony. The ladies in charge 
of the refuges had full opportunity oi 
judging of the competency of the wom- 
en and of the sincerity of their refor- 
mation, and were thus in a position 
to recommend them, and the public 
placed confidence in their recommenda- 
tions. Of value is the fact that the 
discharged prisoners feel that they arc 
still under the friendly surveillance o) 
those who have already proved their 
true interest, in thpm by earnest efforts 
for their eformation. — Philadelphia 
Telegraph.

The procession is headed 
by the town beadle, dressed in red anil 
surrounded by small boys; next come 
choristers chanting litanies, thra a 
large body of clergy 700 strong, aud last 
the rank and file. These are placed in 
rows of seven, kept in line by handker- 
chiefs sticks and umbrellas,, and inter- 
spersed with the motley crew are mu- 
sicians playing dance music upon every 
conceivable 
instrument, while 
the 


dancers sing the classic tune as the) 
perform a polka step, three steps for 
ward and two back. 


Soon the pace begins to t«ll; the 


feeible fall out of the rariks and are 
promptly rescued and .placed in safety 
by the firemen.

More than a thousand years ago,

the Advance in Eensselaer harbor; or 
where, at Cape Sabine, the. wreck oi the 
Greely expedition was saved from a fate 
which had already overtaken several 
members of the party; "Eedelifl'e," the 
winter home of the Peary expedition of 
'91-02, was situated on approximately 
latitude 77 degrees 43 minutes, and 
Anniversary Lodge, on Bowdoin bay, on 
very nearly the same lines, and there- 
fore some 40 miles south of the hotel 
and post office of Advent bay, Spits- 
bergen* It is difficult to realize that an 
appointed hotel should exist at a point 
the latitudinal position of which is re- 
moved only 550 miles from the farthest 
point reached by Nansen during his late 
remarkable 
arctic venture. 
Spits- 


bergen, like the north of Greenland, 
Etill remains a "No Man's Land." Itutit 
is expected that before long it will be- 
come a possessfon of Norway. 
;•' The hotel itself is not very preten- 
tious so far as looks are concerned. It is 
but one and a half stories high, and has 
a diminutive porch at the front. It is 
built of wood, that being the only sub- 
stance as well as the warmest to be ob- 
tained in the arctic regions. 
Its 


timbers are heavy, as they must indeed 
be to withstand the blinding storms of 
the winter season. Inside, it is roomy 
and 
generally contains provisions 


enough to guard against being snowed 
up for a long time. The mail which 
goes to and from the little post office 
is conveyed by special messenger to the 
northern terminus of the steamship 
service, which connects with the So- 
f otes islands. The intermediate passage 
is not as perilous, especially during the 
summer months, as might be imagined. 
In fact, in that region the ice breaks 
and leaves the landscape comparatively 
clear during July and August, so that 
the effete summer tourist may make an 
arctic trip with little if any more dis- 
comfort than be would have in go-ing to 
Europe.

Later, when the Colum- 
bia Manufacturing company was organ- 
ized, be became tbe manager of tbe enter- 
prise and remained In that position until 
the fire camp wbieh destroyed part of the 
nperi bouse blook.

He was 
prospering in business at Jacksonville, 
h.s own energy und enthusiasm serving 
largely to place the enterprise on a pay- 
ing basis.
